Biologists labor to save homeless woodpecker group 


ATLANTA (AP) — Biologists 
are pounding biMhouses into trees to 
try to sav/; a major colony of red- 
cockaded woodpeckers, a rare little 
bird that tries to snake-proof its 
home with pine sap and keeps male 
offspring around to help raise the 
next generalian. 

About 1 ,900 birds, obout a quarter^ 
of the known population, livedTh 
South Carolina’s Francis Marion 
National Forest before Hurricane 
Hugo hit. 

i^und a quarter of the birds were 
killed. Most were left homeless. 


Near the size ot a bluebird, tnc 
red-cockaded woodpecker evolved 
its unique lifestyle in the pincy 
woods of the Southeast’s coastal 
ploin where snakes are common and 
fires almost as common. 


"It's the only woodpecker that 
excavates a nest cavity in a live 
tree," explained Ron Escano. 
Southeast regional endangered 
species biologist for the U.S. Forc.st 
Service, which is trying to save the 
survivors. 

That may be because the frequent 
natural fires and slorins toppled dead 
inrcs'sobri'aftcr their leaves fell.' 

The rcd-cockadcd woodpecker 
learned to pick big, old pines 
infected with red heart disease, 
which rots out the wood, making it - 
easier for the birds to dig out a ricst. 


It may laXc si.x to iz montiis to 
build a cavity. That’s a lot of energy. 

"Because of that, they do not 
excavate a new cavity every year 
like most woodpeckers,’’ Escano 
said. 


Their cavity is protection from 
winter’s .storms as well as summer's 
predators. 

A pair will drill little holes all 
around ilic tree, keeping them open 
so sap drips down the bark, 
apparently to keep away snakes and 
other predators. &cano said. 

Red-cockaded woodpeckers, who 
gel IhcTr'namc froth o'tiny'tijfl drred' 
feathers on the male’s head, live in 
colonics, each cdTdny including a 
mated pair and one or more younger 
males which help catch food for the 
offspring. 


The ^orcst J>ervicc hus inspccicu 
456 of the 548 known colonics on 
the Francis Morion forest as of Nov. 
27, Escono said from his office at 
the service's regionol headquorters 
in Atlanta. 


Only . three colonics were 
undamaged. Every covity tree was 
knocked down in 218 of the 
colonies. 

“Every tree wiis broken oi the nest 
cavity,” where the tree was weakest, 
he said. 

There were, however, 285 
colonics, out of 367 checked, where 
'at Icast-sdmc'birds survived, even if 
they had no nest cavities. 

"A lorgc segment of the 
population on the Marion is silting 
there without any cavity' trees. 
They’re vulnerable to predation, 
TiSClciSIci'invxilllycnu llo plfiUc" 


to nest come March," Escano said. 

To try to save them, the Forest is 
making nest boxes and drilling holes 
in surviving, healthy trees which 
may be loo strong for the birds to 


excavate. 

A nest box is an 8-inch chunk of 
4x6 pine timber with cavity and 
entrance holes drilled into it. It is 
pounded into a .square hole cut in n 
healthy pine with a chain saw,
